PLANS FEDERAL 
STEEL CONTROL. 


Increased Production Neces- 
sary, Says War Board. 


Drastic Action Contemplated 
Only as Last Resort. 


Joint Committee Must Restrict 
Non-W ar Consumption. 


WASHINGTON, May 17.-—Govern- 
ment operation of the steel) mills 
of the country may be sought ff the 
joint Steel Committee appointed to- 
day representing the War Industries 
Board and the American Iron and 
Steel Institute fails to agree on steps 
to increase production for govern- 
ment and the Allies’ needs and re- 
strict non-war consumption. 

Chairman Baruch and his chief 
aids, J. Leonard Replogie. director 
of steel supply. and Alexander 
Legece,. chairman of the requirements 
division of the War Industries Board, 
are understood to be prepared to 
ask President Wilson to take drastic 
action the moment they are con- 
vineed that that is the only way to 
eet increased steel production. 

The steel men understand the 
situation, although the subject has 
been considered by. officials so deli- 
eate that it has not been touched 
on in the conferences. 


COMMANDEERING. 


That serious consideration has 
been given commandeering de- 
veloped today, although it was eaid 
such action would be taken only as 
a last resort to meet an impossible 
condition. 

Despite the cloak of secrecy that 
has been thrown around the activi- 

of the War Industries Board in 
handling the steel question, it 
known that most members of the 
board, but particularly Mr. Rep- 
logie, feel that the steel shortage is 
real, and not merely a matter of fuel 
and transportation. 

They are said to hold that dras- 
tle curtaliment of all lesser ecasen- 
tial industries is imperative. 

Any move toward government 
control will meet with determined 
opposition from the steel men and 
even certain officials of the war 
making agencies who are said to 
believe to a degree in “business as 
usual.” 

INTERESTS TO FIGHT. 

Big interests, notably the pessen- 
ger automobile manufacturers. al- 
ready are preparing to fight further 
ecurtaliment of their induetries 
which the War Inéustries Board is 
known to have planned. 

Differences of opinion arose in to- 
day's conference as to what the steel 
needs of the guvernment will amount 
to, and also whether or not there is 
a real shortage, Mr. Replogle. who 
is director of steel supply and an 
authority on steel preduction, reiter- 
ated his contention that unless im- 
mediate steps are taken to protect 
the steel and pig iron resources in a 
few months, America will be seri- 
ously hampered in ite war prepara- 
tions. 

The atee!l men took issue with this 
and inaisted if they were given exact 
facts, as to all war needs, means 
could be found to meet them.

mn honor of Henry P. Davison, chair- 
man of the War Work Council of 
the Red Cross, who returned yester- 
day from Europe. 

“This war has come to be one in 
which Americans must fight, not 
alone for the triumph of justice and 


lives and everything we feel to be 
worth living for at home,” Mr. Da- 
“ision declared in an address at the 
dinner. Describing the situation of 
the Entente populations, he -eaid: 
“Bombed almost nightly by air- 
Planes, attacked by the most in- 
sidious and deceitful propaganda 
and all the time suffering anxiety 
over food supply, it is a marvel the 
people hold out. And when to it all 
you add the grief over the loses of 
millions of their loved ones, one gets 
some slight idea of how the pe»- 
ples of our Allies have suffered and 
endured.

UNIVERSITY FACULTY PECLARE 
FOR RED BLOODED 
AMERICANISM.

BERKELEY. May 17,.—Dr. Her-

Will be Taken with Others to 
McNeil Island. 


Ex-Riverside Bank Head may 
Plead Guilty Today. 


Despite his protestations of tnno- 
cence In a pitiful appeal to the court 
for clemency, William H. Carlson. 
former Los Angeles bank president, 
and twice Mayor of San Diego, was 
sentenced to four years at McNeill 
Island by Federal Judge Rledsoe yes- 
terday. The sentence followed his 
conviction for misuse of the matis 
in connection with the promotion of 
a townsite at Niland, tn the Imperial 
Valley. 

Carlson betrayed no of emo- 
tion as the oourt pronounced | sen- 
tence, however, and sat down after 
thanking the judge. 

“I have heard you say that you 
have heen indicted sixteen times.” 
the court declared, “and that you 
have gone free each time If the 
other cases had the color of this 
one there certainiv must have been 
miscarriage of tuetice. 

“I have followed your meteoric 
career in the promotion of land 
propositions tn Pasadena, Redondo 
Beach, Manhattan Beach, San Diego 
and Loe Angeles. I am sorry to 
say that one of your best friends 
gave evidence that your reputation 
bad. 

“IT am glad that you have prom- 
ised here in court to repay the peo- 
ple who have suffered through your 
Imperial Valley speculations, but T 
am afraid that they and their chli- 
dren will be dead before vou get 
ardynd to pay it. You have had 
three years in which to develop 
some quick action and you haven't 
done it yet. 

“For you I have a great deal of 
sympathy in my heart. I have been 
a witness of past impediments which 
you have overcome. I would well 
wish that it was not my lot to send 
you to prison, but it i« incumbent on 
me as a judge and for the well-being 
of society.” 

ASKED EARLY ACTION. 

Carlson was to have been sen- 
tenced on Monday. but after a rest- 


quested Judge Bledsoe to commit 
him yesterday so that he would have 
some rest from the etrain through 
which he was passing. 

In his long appeal to the court 
the prisoner reiterated that he had 
never intended to defraud any per- 
son. He opened up his past life to 
show that hie dealings as a bank 
president, as the chief executive of 
a city and as a co-promoter of big 
propositions with such men as H. E. 
Huntington and FE. H. Harriman had 
gone unquestioned. 

“I promise before God that I will

WOMEN’S WORK, 


WOMEN’S CLUBS. 


BY ALMA WHITAKER. 
Friday Morning Club. 


Lieut. Bruno Roselli, official 
spokesman for Italy, made a tre- 
mendous impression upon a large 
and sympathetic audience at the 
Friday Morning Club yesterday, for 
not only did he speak with author- 
ity and scholarly diction, with pas- 
sionate sincerity and convincing in- 
formation, but was he not young, 


handsome, ardent and wearing the 
most becoming green-gray uniform 
of the Italian army? Leaving Los 
Angeles within twenty-four hours of 
his arrival, the Friday Club wae the 
only audience to hear him, but fear 
not, they willl carry his message to 
the four quartere of the city. 

His message’ it is that Italy 
must no longer be the Cinderella of 
the Allied nations: that enemies of 
the Allies are one and they must be 
one in friendship, in co-operation, 
in fidelity; that nothing but the spir- 
itual effect of ardent and whole- 
hearted co-operation will win the 
war and that without it, the Allies 
don't deserve to win. 

The great strength of the enemy, 
he stated, is thet they have fought 
as one, their's te International, not 
mere national valor, and for us the 
battle front must. extend from Os- 
tend to Venice, if failure is to be 
averted. He spoke of the subtie 
German propaganda which had al- 
lenated sympathy from Italy In this 
war with accusations of treachery, 
and quoted the defensive clause of 
the Triple Alliance verbatum to 
prove that Italy had broken neither 
the spirit nor the letter of that 
treaty. He gave data to show that 
Italy would have found it Infinitely 
more profitable to remain neutral, 
but that she is in the war from the 
same high motives that Belgium and 
America have evinced. 

Lieut. Roselli brought forth keen 
appreciation with his satiric refer- 
ence to those poor forlorn empires. 
Austria and Germany, forced to 
fight in self-defense againet the 
great imperial oligarchies of Serbia 
and Belgium that forever. menaced 
thelr safety. Speaking of that Uto- 
Pian peace discussion over a green 
table, Lieut. Roselli said that such 
a termination of the war Was wun- 
thinkable, because Germany is “con- 
stitutionally igcapable of seeing any 
viewpoint but ite own.” He asserted 
that the entire nation suffers from 
a state-made mentality of forty 
years’ hard training. He spoke of 
the amazing effect on the morale 
of the Ttalian troops who. after « 
nearly disastrous surrender to base 
German propaganda, held that now 
famous Piave line, when the French 
and British troops fought by their 
sides: that once the feeling that she 
was fighting a lone hand Was re- 
moved, Italy was herself again. He 
told how Ttaly te the biggest of the 
emall powers, the smallest of the 
big powers, and that in the crisis of 
war she had the chotce whether she 
would be big or emall, and she chose 
to be bie in the great sense. 

Lieut. Roselli gave some vivid de- 
scriptions of warfare on the moun- 
tain tops, the dreadful message sent 
back after repeated failures that 


}the mountain could not be taken, 
and the adamant reply that moun- 
tains must be taken. And he told! 
of a corkscrew tunnel, two and a 
half miles upward, which finally se- 


rured that mountain. when the in- 
vaders were blown out of existence 
by skilifully-laid mines. He told of 


with proud silence; that while al! 
nations had begged for help tn re- 
lief work, Italy alone had made no 
such plea. All she asks ise munitions 
end coal supplies, as necestary for 
the entire Allied cause as for Italy 
herself. He told of 162 militar: 
hospitals in the one little city of 
Florence alone, of coal for factory 
vee at $175 a ton, of the appalling 
seearcity of tood and Italy's ability 
te etarve cheerfully.

F TO meet the demands on its resources, before the American part in 
the war was a year old, the Red Cross had to spend almost $80,000, - 
000, what sums may it not have to disburse for rescue and relief dur- 

ing the year that confronts us? Whereas America had thousands of fight- 
ing men to help to take care of with the funds of the first Red Cross drive. 
the nation will have hundreds of thousands to provide for with the results 
of the second.- Our government is neglecting nothing that concerns the 
welfare and the comfort of our armies in the field. Yet Surgeon-General 
Gorgas has stated unequivocally that the government while not needing the 
“Red Star,’ does rely on the services of the Red Cross organization to help 
it perform worthily the first duty it owes to its soldiers, the care of the 
wounded, the suffering and the afflicted. Without that splendid assistance 
the already hard worked War Department could not have faced so con- 
hdently the management of its multifarious responsibilities. And the Red 
Cross depends for its continued matchless co-operation on the liberality and 
the love of the American people. 


The question “has been asked before, and doubtlessly will be asked 
again by those who have only a superficial idea of the numerous offices 
filed by the Red Cross, why such vast sums are needed for its war work 
when the government provides base hospitals and ambulance corps, doc- 
tors, surgeons and hospital supplies? While the Red Cross is ably second- 
ing the efforts of the War Department behind the fighting lines and provid- 
ing the extra help so sorely needed, augmenting the army of trained nurses 
and physicians and medical supplies and comforts for the sick, this is by no 
means the only or perhaps even the greatest of the humane services ren- 
dered in war time by the devoted toil of this volunteer army—a devotion 
made possible only by the generosity of the multitudes at home who 
worthily support it. 


O TELL in detail all that the Red Cross is attempting or half what 
4% it is accomplishing for every war sufferer from the rage and cruelty 

of the German war lords could not be set down in one whole issue of 
the Sunday Times. Wherever the Hun has carried the instruments and 
weapons of the torture chamber, the American Red Cross has fojlowed 
closely after with tender hands to heal the gaping wounds. 

In Northern France, in Belgium, in Italy, Serbia and Rumania, where 
the fire of the invader has scorched the land American Red Cross workers 
have been there to cover up the scars. Last year they cared for 15,000 
orphan children in Northern France. In Poland, through their timely help 
60,000 children have been saved from starvation. They are caring for

* victims of the German prison camps, flung back on France by'the materialism 


of their captors as useless encumbrances and hopeless human jetsom, the 
American Red Cross has performed miracles of restoration, turning the grief 
and despair of countless French homes into hope and encouragement. Serbian 
orphans have been gathered together from the desolated parts of that victim 
of Hun-wreaked vengeance and afforded a new start in life. Rumania has 
been spared the annihilation of the greater part of its civil population through 
the money subscribed last year in the United States to support the war work 
of the first and finest of our many Christian antidotes to barbarism. 


All this has been accomplished, and much more that there is neither 
time, nor space to touch on-in one short resume, in addition to the regular 
and ‘unbroken pursuance of unremitting service in the care of our own men 
at home, in England and on the fighting front in France. Every cent sub- 
scribed in the coming Red Cross drive will be used for purposes that will 
set that humble coin among the brightest stars in heaven.

NEARING LEAD 
IN AVOCADOS. 


Dr. Herbert J. Webber Com- 
pares Nations’ Products. 


Says Our Fruit is Best by 
Reliability T ests. 


Planting of Increased Area is 
Shown by Reports. 


Dr. Herbert J. Webber. head of 
the State Station at 
Riverside, was the principal speak- 
at the sixth semi-anua! convention 
of the California Avocado Associa- 
tion in the Chamber of Commerce 
auditorium yesterday, 

Dr. Webber talked last night on 
“New Avocados, and Avocado Ex- 
perimental Work.” The address was 
illustrated with lantern slides show- 
ing stock and fruit grown here, in 
comparison with stock and fruit as 
it has been found in Guatemala by 
Wilson Popenoe of Pasadena, who 
is attached to the staff of the Unit- 
ed States Department of Agricul- 
ture. 

It is the opinion of Dr. Webber 
that Southern California is making 
highly satisfactory progress in avo- 
cado culture. He says his obser- 
vations lead him to believe that the 
varieties which have been carefully 
selected by growers here grade up 
higher than the orchard run of avo- 
cado trees found in either Guate- 
mala or Mexico. 

“I arrive at this conclusion be- 
cause, In the southern countries the 
trees are not carefully selected, and 
are allowed to grow-up almost wild 
in most cases, while in this State we 
study the ancestry of the tree care- 
fully and make sure that it is budded 
before We buy and plant. I do not 
hesitate to say that the avocados we 
are now producing are more reli- 
able, as regardg vear-to-year pro- 
duction, than the avocados grown In 
our southern countries.” 

While he does not go on record 
as indorsing any particiular variety, 
Dr. Webber stated that he regards 
the budded tree from the Sharp- 
less seedling, which came from a 
Guatemalan variety, as perhaps the 
most dependable avocado now pro- 
duced in Southern California. He ts 
of the belief that, as regards hardi- 
ness, the Mexican avocados com- 
pare with our orange trees, while 
the G emalan varieties compare 
favorabiY with our lemons He 
thinks that by continued plant se- 
lection Southern California will 
eventually outstrip the southern 
countries in the production of avo- 
cados. 

Southern California now has about 
500 acres planted to avocados, he 
stated. The trees are all thrifty and 
many of them are now in (fruit. 
Many of them are experiments, but 
experts believe, he declared, that a 
large percentage of the trees will 
Produce satisfactory results when 
they come into bearing. Planting of 
an increasing area was shown by 
reports made at the meeting. 

At the meeting vesterday afternoon 
the avocado growers elected three 
new directors to fill vacancies. They 
are William i. Sallimon of San 
Diego, J. M. Elliott of the Firet Na- 
tional Bank of thie city, and Mr. 
Lester Keller of Yorba Linda
